estate business in his native county.

1 
was in Hie year just named that hi 
urged the late William Beach Lawrence 
to purchase Hie Ochre Point farm. lie 
succeeded in gelling him lo do so ami 
Lawrence anil his heirs made $(KiO,OlX 
out of Hie $Ii!,WK) niiirhasc.

cobble-stones, amid which swayed and 
pushed throngs from the palaces and 
the purlieus. 


I threw back tho curtain and entered 


tho porch. 
Infants, chiseled by Na- 


ture's divine bund in living bronze, 
Hanked cither side taking a fresh hold 
upon life and bronzed breasts, as 1 en- 
tered, and threw new light upon the 
subjects. 
But this touching appeal of 


maternity, sacred as the latter is be- 
yond doubt and claiming as it ought 
'the indulgence of our sympathies, fail- 
ed to move me at this supreme mo- 
ment, as 1 am getting accustomed to 
these appeals. Sad, but true! Unt 
you know the adage, "a rolling stone 
;albers no moss," and tho rolling stone 
that rolls about Europe gets the moss 
scraped oil of it in double quick time, 
these angles of heart-rending poverty 
scraping oil a tolerable deposit hit by 
bit, if one docs not look sharp and 
cru,sh the God-given instinct of charity. 
On this occasion, like the Pharisee, i 
passed by on tho other side and took 
up my stand near a fountain at the rear 
to get a good look at the interior and 
the worshipers. 


The interior of tho mosque resem- 


bled St. .Mary's In Newport in size and 
design, but tho Congregational eliureh 
in ornamentation. 
Heavy straw carpet 


covered the lloors, mill tho pillars and 
walls to a diKtanee of live feet from tho 


A large affair in dark wood fash- 


ioned like a pulpit stood at the junc- 
ture of tbe arms of the cross! For the 
interior was in the form of a cross 
whether the Jloors willed it or not 
Legend said Unit a Christian slave was 
ordered to build this Moorish temple 
The Emir wns pleased with it on Its 
completion nnd ordered the slave's free 
doin; but ascending the dome nnd see 
ing to his horror . that the form was 
that of the "accursed cross," he cans 
ed the Christian to be thrown fron 
the dome and dashed into bleedinr, 
pulp on Ihe pavement. From twcntj 
feet to the rear wall there was no cai 
pet upon the Hags.

a stream of bright cold water from 
marble basin lending tho sweetest 
nature's music to this worship—fei 
vent to day as it was a thousand yeai 
ago when Mohammed wrote its Komi: 
.Never have 1 seen such true worship :i 
this! The beggar enters, advances t 
the fountain, washes oil' the dust froi 
face, neck, breast, arms and legs, cleai 
ses his month with running water, in 
winds the turban towel and dries hi 
skin, tnkcs his sandals, deposits thei 
by the pillar opposite, advances oyc 
the carpet which no covered foot ma 
touch, to the great window behind th 
altar through which streams the sun 
light. He humbles himself before h 
God with bended knees and bead in th 
dust; raising himself he stretches hi 
arms towards Heaven, with another n 
lent prayer. 
What expressiveness h 


figure and posture! Prayer to him ! 
no idle formula,—no jingle of word 
without meaning. He has no priest t 
intone supplications for him; lie needs 
no adviser to call him to a sense of his 
obligations. He comes in here from 
the afternoon's toil and trouble to seek 
consolation and help from his God. 
It 


almost brought the tears into my eyes 
to see the poor fellow writhing about 
upon the coarse straw carpet with his 
bare knees, with hands clasped tightly 
before, his closed eyes directed upward 
to that golden beam of sunlight, with 
that silent struggle to express his 
thought to his Creator written on every 
lineament. At length he lies with face 
to the wall, motionless—oblivious to 
the world about hini.

It is astomBhlng what 
new relish is imparted to a familiar 
dish by merely bcliif; presented in a 
novel form. 


SALT-HISINII DBKAU.—One tcaspoon- 


ful of salt, a third of a tcaspoonful of 
soda, one pint of now milk, three pints 
of hot water. 
Into all these ingredi- 


ents stir enough Hour to mako a stiff 
batter. Probably this (inanity of liquid 
would work up four quarto of good 
'family flour. Put the batter in a buck- 
et set in a vessel of hot water, just hot 
enough to bear your hands in. 
Keep 


it at the same temperature until the 
batter is sufficiently liyht, when you 
can work in llour enough to make it 
dough; mako it out Into loaves of any 
desirable form, and bnko in a moderate 
oven, regularly heated, until the crust 
is will browned. Some persons arc so 
possesod with the idea that salt-risen 
bread has peculiar sweetness that it is 
well to know how it is mnilo. 
In sonic 


parts of oiir. country it is the favorite 
way of making light bread. 


MUFFINS.—To one quart of llour put 


one teaspoonfiil of bicarbonate of soda. 
one 'pint and a half of buttermilk, and 
two eggs. Sift thesoda with the flour, 
lloat the eggs first separately and then 
together. 
Let the process be gone 


through with as quickly as possible; 
then bako in cups without delay. 
VANILLA SAUCE.—Stir one ounco|caoli 
of butter and Hour together over the, 
fire until t)icy bubble. 
Add a half- 


pint, of boiling milk, one oinico of 
white sugar, and a teaspoonfiil of ex- 
tract of vanilla, anil servo with pud- 
dings, croquettes,, oto., as soon as it 
boils up.

sv.—Hub the spots with fine table salt 
and strong vinegar until they are re- 
moved, .which leaves the spot whore 
tlfey wore, white.

tho white meal off the bones of a cold 
fowl. 
Free it from skin and gristle, 


and to every pound weight allow three 
slices of cooked ham, in equal propor- 
tions of fat and loan, and one Cam- 
bridge sausage. Pass the chicken and 
ham through a mincing machine until 
it is very flue and smooth, mix the sau- 
sage moat with it, and add a quarter of 
a pound of butter, with pepper and salt 
to taste. Stir it ••.well together, press 
into a potting pot, and cover with a 
quarter of an inch of clarified butter. 


SCAI.l.OI'KI) COIIFIRH WITH ClIEHSK. 


—Soak a iwiind of salted codfish six 
hours in tepid water, then hoil it, 
When cold, pick into Hakes with a fork 
and season with pepper. Heat a cup of 
milk to a hoil, stir into it a tablcspoon- 
ful of butler rolled in two of prepared 
flour; mix with the picked fish and 
pour into a bako dish. Strew grated 
cheese thickly on top and bako in a 
quick oven to a delicate brown. It is 
yet nicer if you add a raw egg to the 
mixture before baking. 


Citicimv TAUT,—Beat the yolks of 


Jive egcs with twelve ounces of sugar 
for thirty minutes. Ik'at the whites of 
the eggs to a stiff froth, adding the 
grated rind of a lemon and six ounces 
of sifted broad crumbs. Stir in the 
beaten yolks and sugar and put half 
this well-mixed batter into a well-bnt- 
tcrcd baking-pan; stew with cherries 
that have been seeded; cover with tho 
other half of the batter and bake in a 
slow oven. 


PEACH AND TAPIOCA PunmxG.— 


Tor this pudding there will be required 
one can of peaches, a generous half-pint 
of tapioca, three-fourths of a cup of su- 
gar, half a tcaspoonful of salt and a 
quart of water. Soak the tapioca over 
night in cold water; in the' mornhij 
turn it with the water into a double 
boiler and cook for an1 hour. On re- 
snoving-from the stove add the salt,'sn- 
gar and juice of the peaches, and stir 
thoroughly. 
Pour a layer of the mix- 


ture into a well-buttered pudding dish, 
then lay in the peaches and pour over 
the fruit the remainder of the tapioca; 
bake in a moderately hot oven for one 
hour. 


To COOK SCMMKI; S<jf ASHES.—Try 


this way of cooking white Summer 
squashes: Cut three Summer squash- 
es in quarters and put them in boilin: 
water slightly salted, enough to cover 
them: hoil gently for forty-five minutes. 
After putting the squashes in the wa- 
ter add one sprig of parsley, four pep- 
percorns, two cloves and a minceil 
onion. \V!:en the squashes arc cooked 
pass them through a sieve and put them 
on the bark of the stove to keep warm. 
Mix one tcaspoonful of tlour in a little 
ccld milk, add two cups of boiling milk, 
mix with the squash and serve with 
croutons.

White Dresses. 


White dresses arc more used than 


formerly by those wearing mourning. 
For morning wear 
in midsummer 


there arc twilled wools like flannel, 
Cheviot!!, and canvas fabrics of largo 
open meshes made up in the tailor 
fashions over a white mohair founda- 
tion skirt. Tho only black used with 
these is a wide gros grain sash with 
many small bows and straps on the 
front of tho corsage. 
Others prefer 


icrely stitched edges for Cheviots, and 


for finer canvas dresses some bows and 
a bridle of white watered ribbon arc 
added. A flower pin of white or black 
enamel fastens tho dress collar, and 
there are folds of white crinkled crapo 
in the neck and sleeves. The new feat- 
ures seen instho white veiling ami 
crapo dresses for afternoon and evening 
are tho full mutton-log sleeves and, the 
bouffant plastrons of crapo laid in 
diagonal folds across tho chest. For 
full-dress evening entertainments there 
arc beautiful toilettes of point d' es- 
prit with its lino dots, made up without 
lace, and trimmed with lengthwise 
tucks iu which ribbons,arc run and left 
hanging iu loops at the foot. 
The 


pointed .waist is also pointed in the 
neck, and is made of black gros grain 
or of moir<5 with .bertha-like folds 
or pull's around the neck, lilack tullo 
dresses are made with three or four 
skirts of tho tulle hanging from gathers 
at the waist, all of the same length and 
width, with raw edges at tho foot of all 
except the outer skirt, which may be 
tucked, or else there arc rows of gauze 
•ibbon sowed around on the under side, 
giving the ort'ect of bayadere stripes. 
Full gathered plastrons and gathered 
panels of point d'esprit net, with rows 
of narrow satin ribbon crossing them, 
are put on high-necked dresses of 
plain black Brussels not, and there are 
demi-traincd dresses of dull black silk 
similarly trimmed, with perhaps tho 
front breadths veiled by point d'o.ipril. 


Foulards and Striped Silks. 


For those who prefer silk, yet must 


consider expense, there are foulards at 
70 cents, and the old-fashioned striped 
silks for r>0 cents. Of the latter, in 
black and white narrow stripes, cream 
and brown, 
plum and gray, or tuxi 


shades of blue, about twenty yards will 
bo required, with half a yard of velvet, 
tlicshiido of the darkest stripe. For 
foulards dark blue with white stripes- 
brown with white Japanese- hicrogly. 
pliics, and bull with balls or cubes iu 
Oriental colors, arc stylish selections. 
For the basques of .such dresses arc 
pretty white chemisettes of pleated su- 
rah or pleated mull, with a dog-collar 
made of folds of the same. With these 
are rcvcrs of velvet sewed on the dress 
waist, and edging the chemisette. The 
laced peasant waist of velvet beginning 
in tho front darts is also very pretty for 
such dresses, with the foulard gathered 
in above, and shirred at the top next 
a velvet collar. The skirt may be made 
of four straight breadths cut out in 
finger scallops on the lower edge, falling 
on pleated frills on tho foundation skirt, 
and with this is worn an apron anil 
sash breadths of the foulard. A sim- 
pler and easier way is to put gathered 
flounces across the front and sides, and 
then have an apron over-skirt. 


Inexpensive Dresses. 


The inexpensive wool challis that are 


sold at IS to 25 cents a yard are made 
up in youthful and pretty dresses for 
tho summer watering places. These 
come in cream white grounds, with 
flower patterns in copper red, blue, or 
brown, and for their trimming require 
only a little velvet for the collar and 
cuffs. A foundation skirt of white al- 
paca is best for these soft dresses, as 
sateen and silesia arc too clinging. A 
good plan for such a dress is to cover 
the foundation skirt about eight inches 
deep at the foot with challi. Next put 
a shirred breadth down the left side, 
having a shirred cluster on the hip and 
another half-way down tho skirt, let- 
ting the space below fall full like a 
tlonncc. Then drape an apron short on 
the left side to drop to the foot on the 
right, put several side pleats on the 
right from belt to foot, and coutinuin: 
the breadths straight and full across the 
back to the left side, catching up the 
pleats to tho belt, making this join th 
shirred breadth, and thus complete tho 
skirt. If it is desired to make this 
skirt more dressy, rows of velvet ribbon 
may be added across "the full breadth 
below the shirring, and a bridle of this 
ribbon may bo set on the pleats on the 
right side. The basque is of a very sim- 
ple; shape, with full box pleats at the 
back, and tho front may bo quite plain, 
with a high velvet cnihiv and cufYs, am! 
is laced from the top to the bottom. Ti 
be more dressy, velvet rovers may ho 
added from the slumldor scams, to meet 
at the to)) of the darts oral the waist 
line.
